ity enough to have found a ready sale at £16 in 
a healthy condition of trade.—P. M. C.

Influence of Pressure on Combustion. 





Some interesting observations have been made 
by M. Wartha on the influence of pressure on 
combustion. He observed the burning of six 
stearine candies in free air, and in an iron case 
under a pressure of 1.% atmospheres. They 
burned under the pressure with a flame 314 to 
4°; inches long, and gave much smoke; their 
luminous power diminished, while the flame as- 
sumed a yellowish-red color, The decrease of 
weight after one hour of burning was found to 
be less than in burning in free air. This last re 


sult is opposed to the observations of Frankland, | 
who has affirmed that the consumption of the 


burning material of a candle, or the like, is not 
perceptibly dependent on the pressure of the 
medium in which the combustion occurs, It is 
supposed that the difference of pressure in Frank- 
land's experiments (on Mont Blane and at Cha- 
mounix) was not sufficiently great to give a dis- 
tinct difference in consumption of the burning 
matter. M. Wartha further put a candle to burn 
under an air-pump receiver, with special aper 
tures; and with increasing rarefaction the flame 
was seen to enlarge, and its luminous power to 
diminish. At a pressure of 5! inches, the great- 
est rarefaction produced, the luminous power 
was quite gone, and the flame, which had now 
assumed threefold size, appeared to consist of 
three parts, an inner bluish-green cone with a

The Postal Card Contract. 


To the Editor of The Journal: 
Several communications have lately appeared 


in the Tribune relative to the postal card con- 
tract about to be entered into by the Govern- 
ment, in which the writer charges that the 
house of Wilkinson Bros. & Co., together with 
certain New England parties, have formed a 
ring to secure the contract for supplying postal 
ecards for the ensuing four years at a high 
price.

inch, and one 90-inch Fourdrinier machines, and 

a full plant of other valuable machinery. It was 

run *%y both steam and water power, and 
| had a daily capacity of five tons of book papers,

The origin of the fire isa mystery, and several 
theories are offered by the workmen employed 
in the mill and others acquainted with the build- 
ing and its surroundings, but the only reasonable 
supposition is that the roof took fire from a burn- 
ing fuse from a blast that was set off near the 
mills only a few moments before the fire was dis 
covered, This theory is strengthened by the fact 
that a piece of burning fuse was found lying 
near the mill about the same time. The loss has

after his arrest documents and books were found 
at his house at Dartford, showing the receipt in 
1874 of checks, none of which had been accounted 
for or forwarded to thefirm.

| land, Kent), after fourteen days’ illness, of rheu- 
matic fever, Charles Townsend Hook, eldest son 

| of Anna Maria and the late Samuel Hook. Be- 
loved and lamented by all who knew him.” 


Such is the notice which appeared in the Times 
briefly announcing the departure of one whose 
| name is well known and deservedly esteemed in 
the paper trade. As a manufacturer, he was re- 
markable for his enterprising spirit and talented 
and successful career, though his unfinished life 
left much incomplete and undone that he would 
otherwise doubtless have achieved, for he was 
called away in the prime of early life, in the full 
tide of buoyant activity and usefulness. By 
adding constant improvements he had brought 
his mill to a state of perfeetion which made it 
reckoned among the first in England. Mr. Hook’s 
public spirit led him to take an enterprising in- 
terest in affairs beyond his own neighborhood, 
and his love of progress extended even beyond 
his own country, since he was well known as 
ever ready to encourage new inventions and lend 
a helping hand to those of a foreign land; so 
much so that it has been said, “ The world can ill 
afford to loose such a citizen.” His bright, noble 
life, his talents and upright character, endeared 
him to friends and employees, while he was 
dearest of all in the -home circle, where his de- 
voted affection and sunny presence made life 
joyous, for as a son and brother he was un- 
equaled. It has been rightly said of him: ‘ He 
joyously served his God and his fellow men, and 
was so true to himself he could not be false to 
any other.” 

It may be interesting to mention that the light- 
ning-conductors, attached to the shafts recently 
erected at the Snowland Paper Works, were an 
American patent, Mr. Hook being (with one ex- 
ception) the only purchaser in this country.
